The Fae Tribe of Africa Smelt Ore and 
Thus Muke Money. 

A gentleman, for thirty years a mis- 
sionary to the Fan tribe of Africa, has 
presented to the university of Pennsy)l- 
vania one of the most important archwo- 
logical collections ever made. The 
Fans are the powerful race of cannibals 
mentiang¢d by Ju Chailla as the ruling 
people of the equatorial region. The 
collection shows a considerable degree 
of civilization and high’ meehnnical 
skill, especially in metal work. Native- 
iron, it seca, is plentifnl, lies near the 
surface and is smelted by simply build- 
ing « fire over the exposed ore. A very 
queer-looking bellows is used, and is 
said to be effective. The iron hammers 
weigh about twenty-five pounds, but 
the auvils, strange to say, ae of stone. 

The Fans are the omly people in equa- 
torial Africa who have a cufrency, end 
they are strong monometalists. The 
cemey is of iron, wrought into pieces 
resembling rusty hairpins with flut 
heads. They are put upin bundles of 
ten, and a hundred bundles is the mare 
ket price of a wife.
